Applicant's election of Group I including claims 1-8 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Therefore, applicant is requested to cancel the non-elected claims 9-20 in this application. 



Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite for reciting the limitation "and 1" in line 5. What is the I? 

Claim 5 is indefinite for reciting the limitation "and I ions" in line 3. What is the I ions ? 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Isaka (3-13576). 

Isaka (3-13576) discloses, in fig. 1, an apparatus and/or method for generating and 
irradiating ions. The apparatus includes a heater 2 for heating indium iodide 3 contained in a 
vessel 4 of a cylinder 1; and a filament 51 for discharging a gasified indium iodide to producing

indium ions. The Inl heated at the temperature of not lower than 250 °C and not higher than 380 
°C to vapor the Inl is considered to be inherent in the Isaka (3-13576) apparatus, since the indium 
iodide (Inl) has a boiling point of about 300 °C. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 



1) Eden et al. disclose an apparatus using a laser to vapor the Inl material at the 
temperature 160 to 400 °C; and 

2) Miyakawa also disclose an apparatus having means for heating the indium iodide (Inl) 
at a boiling point of about 300 °C.
